I 
pushed fairly hard on this indicating certainly no new information would be 
elicited and the Director very much would like to avoid this. I believe that 
Kendall is probably dissuaded on this although we might hear more. 


8. JGO) Met with Mr. Charles E. Johnson, Staff 

Director, House Post Office and Civil Service Committee, and reviewed with 
him Senate Judiciary Committee action on S. 1035, the Ervin Bill, and the 
handling of H. R. 10647 and H. R. 10966 in the Post Office and Civil Service 
Committee. Mr. Johnson advised that it had not been explained why H. R. 10647 
and H. R. 10966 had been assigned to Post Office and Civil Service. He also 
noted that the press attacks on the Chairman over the past two weeks had been 
very upsetting, and the discussion of such matters as the Ervin Bill at the 
present time with either the Chairman or Representative Corbett would not be 
beneficial. In conclusion, he agreed that assignment of the Ervin Bill to 
House Post Office and Civil Service, in the event of passage by the Senate, 
would provide an appropriate form for handling the measure. Mr. Johnson 
thanked me for coming by and indicated that he will be engaged in various 
meetings later in the day and tomorrow, involving similar matters and will 
call me after the meetings.
